Found  Between  1860  and  1880 

A collection  of  some  25  years  old  made  in  many  lands  and  selected 
from  many  private  hands ; the  Cumberland  specimens  from  the  col- 
lection of  Phineas  P.  Peck.  Each  piece  is  a “gem  specimen”  not 
easily  found  todajq  as  the  great  mines  are  now  worked  at  levels  too 
deep  for  crystals,  and  the  use  of  dynamite  and  hydraulic  pressure 
smashes  them  when  found. 

Nothing  offered  in  this  delightful  little  group  is  common — all  are 
choice  cabinet  specimens: — the  “terminations”  are  perfect.  Mineral 
collection  is  well  developed  among  foreigners,  and  should  be  more 
common  here.  Any  one  who  likes  gradations  of  color  tones,  and 
textures  in  “hard  stones”  can  secure  choice  specimens  in  this  group.
